Famous Polish City of Cracow Four 
Times Under Domination of 
Invading Army. 


“Cracow, in Poland, which has been 
the object of the fiercest fighting be- 
tween Germans, Austrians, ahd Rus- 

®sians, is a city little known to Amert- 
cans, but rich in historic interest and 
one of the most wonderful cities in the 
world,” said Louis Lawlor of New 
York, a world traveler. ‘Cracow, it is 
said, was founded by Krakus, builder 
of the fortress known as Wawel, and 
until 1764 all of Poland's kings were 
crowned there. 

“The sacred shrine of Cracow is the 
Wawel, a small fortified city including 
a cathedral, chapels, barracks, dwell- 
Ing houses, and courtyards, all sur- 
rounded by a high wall with corner 
towers. The cathedral crypt is the 
resting place of most of the monarchs 
of Poland. Wawel lately has been re- 
stored. With its gold, silver, jewels, 
Btained glass, sculptures, metal carv- 
lugs, and marbles, cathedral is of 
great interest to all students of art 
and history. The great altar is sup- 
ported by four massive columns. 

“The University of Cracow was 
founded in 1364 and grew into a uni- 
versity from a library founded by Casi- 
mir the Great. In the city square is a 
stone tablet commemorative of the 
asnat where in 1794 Kosclusko assumed 
command of the Polish army. It is 
said that the playhouse at Cracow. is 
one of the most wonderful in Europe, 
and many famous plays have had their 
original production there. The city of 
Cracow was four times in the hands 
of foreign invaders. It is not so Euro- 
pean a metropolis as Warsaw, but has 
always remained a characteristic Pol-
